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Sound Talk on Naturalization. 


A sound and sensible ialk was. gijjeii'-ln Boston a few days 


ago by Judge Morion of (lie Unilegislates Dis'lricl Court to 
men who were before him as applicants .for citizenship. 


In his talk the judge told (he men .it was well thai they 


should know what citizenship means, and lie proceeded to 
point out some of the things which it does mean. 
I le told 


them if they were not prepared to fully relinquish all ties to 
the countries from which they had come and to assume their 
share of the responsibilities of citizenship in the United States 
they had no moral right to become citizens. He emphasized 
the fact .that when they became voters the vote of any one of. 
them woiild count as much as that of the president of the 
United Slates; (hat all men stand on a level before the ballot 
box and before the law. He further lold them that there is no 
office in the country to which they could not aspire except the 
offices of president and vice-presidenL .He reminded them 
that they might at times be dissatisfied with the way in whcih 
governmnet matters were handled, bul added (hat responsibil- 
ity for unsatisfactory political conditions rests'upon the people, 
who put the office holders in their.places, and if unfit selections 
are made the people have to stand Ihe consequences until the 
mistakes are corrected. 


It was a thoroughly good talk, and one that may well be 


heeded by men who have no need of naturalization. There 
are (wo many men who forget the responsibility that properly 
goes with the great privilege of the ballot, which should always 
be used for the public good and not for private ends or the 
satisfaction of spites and prejudices. 
If this fact were more 


generally borne in mind it would go far toward bettering polit- 
ical conditions in every parl of the country. 


And there is another fact which if is proper lo eniphasizc in 


this connection. This is (hat it is a mistake lo unduly hurry 
foreigners lo become citizens. They should be encouraged 
and aided in every proper way lo lit themselves for citizen- 
ship, and after (hey have become lilted (hey will need no 
urging to take the final step. 


Injhe large cilies foreigners are'naturalized in droves, in 


many cases long before they have the slightest practical knowl- 
edge of our syslem of government, and are then voted in 
droves by the cheap politicians and political heelers who know 
how lo do it.
